Terhaps a few words from this flourishing
State may not be uninteresting to your read-
ers, At a time of commercial depression
like the present, when every large city has
ite thousands of unemployed workmen and
other thousands of the trading class hardly
waking & living, the only escape for
these people from inevitable poverty is to
soek some place where there is a wider field
for their labor, and where competition is not
present to erush them helplessly to the earth.
But it is well, when in such a position, to
bear in mind the old proverb, ‘'‘Ont of the
frying-pan into the fire;” for when a man
bae gpent his little means in removing
his family to & distant
bope of bettering his condition, and then
finds that his industry is not adapted to the
iocality he has selected, that man's mistake is
indead a seriony one. I have long thought
that Horace Greeloy's indiscriminating advice
to all his unprosperous resders (o go West,
and thus sscape the tyranny of landlord and
employer, is apt, if followed to any great
extent, to infliot as serious evils upon many
ndividuals as are those which he designs
them to escape. Such a resort may certainly
tend to relieve the dense pressure of erowded
gities, but I submit whether this end might
uot ba stlained in some easier way than the
possible sacritice of the health, comfort, and
asefulness of those who are led Lo follow such
ndvice,

¢f the pdvantages offexed by this State to
thouo vemoving f2om localities further east.
Since the completion of the Pacific Railroad
snd the opening of the Kansas Pacific branch
to Sheridan, an immense influx of settlers
has been pouring into the West; and as Kan-
srs offers the advantages of cheap lands,
fertile goil, and favorable seasons, this State
seems to be attracting the largest share of
settlement. Any person travelling westward
over any of the trunk lines connecting with
the Last cannot but be struck with the
constant tide of popnlation, composed of all
uationalities, which is flowing in this direc-
tion, And as but few of these persons
retnrn, it is fair to presume that the large
wajority become absorbed in some industry,
snd, either for better or for worse, make this
repion their permunent howe,

It should be borne in
wnho  propose removing West thla.t
“hired lsbor’ i3 not in demand hera.
We have mno concentration of capital.
Oar principal industries are egriculture and
pomnmerce: we bave no large workshops to
absorb those who look solely to capital for
support. There is some mechanical work
pursued, it is true. The thousands who come
here every season require homes to live in,
clothing to cover them, and articles for
domestic use: and to supply these wants
affords emaployment to anumber of mechanies.
But the work is all done in a primitive way.
We have no heavy contractors who
keop a force of hundreds of men
at work during the building season., If a set-
tler buys & piece of land, his first objeot is to
put a house npon it. Dat this is only a
slight structure. [He comes with limited
means, and has forty ways for evary dollar he
porsesscs, Ploneer settlers cannot study
comfort or elegange: they have to be
content with the gratification of their
simplest wants. In building a house,
then, he procures material from Chi-
cago, for pine lnmber does not grow in this
State, through the factorship of some local
dealer; then procuring the assistance of some
rough framer, who can cut a mortice and
tenon, he, with some neighboring settler,
knocks & habitation together that will with.-
stand the prairic winds aud keep out the
fervors of the sun’s rays.

Now, a oity mechanie, no matter what hi
ocecupation, if he is only handy in the use of
tools, can come to this or any other Weslern
State with perfect safety, providing he has a
few hundred dollars to make provision for his
fomily befare he seeks to follow his busi-
ness, He can get a piece of railroad land,
forty or eighty acres, at & price ranging from
five to ten dollars per acre, payable in five
years, and put a chesp house. upon it, He
can then break o fewacres of praivie and plant
it with seed-corn, reserving a patch for a
vegetable gavden, Thus, with a cow anda
few hens, he is relieved from the dire neces-
sity of wailing on Saturday night for his
week's wages, and has also achieved his de-
liverance from the exactious of the landlord,
In gll communities we find that the earliest
settlers are those who have grown wealthy by
the enhancement of property; and in
s State like Kansas, whera popnla-
tion is pouring in so rapidly, wvalues
inorensé in such & ratio that a homestead
apon which little else than a few years' indus-
try bas Leen expended becomes eventually a
bandsome property to shield o man in his de-
cining years.

But it is an ervor in political economy to
tpke & mechapic from s business where his
industry is useful to the community
end pot bim to farming, in which pur-
#uit be i5 umskilled and for whish he may
pever acquire ataste. Nor i8 such an en-
fureed change of occupation necessary here,
Communities are springing up almost daily,
We bhave many villages now containiag
several hundred inhabitents where a year
ago there was unbroken prairie. Surronnded
with such rapid developwments, no man
reed be idle: he can surely
sdapt Lis mechaniecal skill to some
pursuit that will be in demand among his
peighbors, It would pevhaps be hard to dis-
tinetly state how onehall of our villuge
population live; thet is, what particular pur.
¢uits they follow, MHual ell sppear to live in
sbundance and ease, ‘The pressure of a
dense ¢ity populstion does not weigh npon
them, and such onerous conditions are
uot hoposed upon the Western in-
babitant £s Ere inflicted upon
iLoge who struggle to sopport their families

feel again. The sensation in question is thus
described by Coleridge:—

Tennyson, also, among a greal many other
poets, ancient and modein, refers to it:—
“*Moreover, something is or seems
That touches me with mystie gleams
Like glimpses of forgotten dreams—
“Of something felt like something here;
Of something done | know not where;
Such as no langnage may declare.”
And Dickens, in “*David Copperfield,” regards
| the sensation as one common to all men: —
““We have all some experience of a feeling
| we are saying and doing having been said or
done hefore, in & remote time—of our having
| been surronnded dim ages ago by the same
| faces, objects, and circamstances—of our
knowing perfectly well what will be said
next, as if we suddenly remembered it."”
[ This deseription is either fuller than that
of the two poets, er else it is a description of

a considerably stronger sensation than that |

which they had experienced, The Prasti-
tioner's correspondent says that he had been
from boyhood familiar with the feeling, but

that it never came so froquently nor with

such intensity as a year or so ago, just pre-
viously to a fit ‘of epilepsy, which disease
then, for the first time, attacked him.

He suggests, too,
that “‘inquiry in cases of epilepsy may detecta
something of this sort put aside as not being
of suflicient consequence to speak of, and yet
in truth being a mimimized form of peiif mul,
warning to precautions against a larger
seizure.” The c¢hiel precaution he would
take is cessstion from work done. It wonld
be curious to know if Mr. Dickens, by whom
this sensation seems to have been felt so
often and so vividly, and who died, it is said,
of overwork, had experience of it in the lat.
ter days of bis life. ’
